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The  tables  below  give  a summary  of  birth ^ death  and  infant  mortality  rates 
over  a period  of  seven  years.  During  the  war  years  the  birth  rates  showed  a small 
but  constant  increase.  This  year  there  is  a very  marked  decrease  in  the  birth  rate, 
and  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a similar  decrease  in  the  average  rates  for 
England  and  vVales. 

The  death  rate  shows  remarkably  little  vr*riation  over  the  period,  while  the 
infant  mortality  rate  is  again  v/ell  below  the  average  for  the  County  as  a whole.

m>TER  SUPPIALS 

Once  again  shortage  was  ^experienced  in  most  Parishes,  Supplementary  supplies 
from  Pcoggatt  Edge  Springs  Y/ere  pumped  to  the  Stoke  Plat  Scheme  for  throe  months, 

Diiring  this  y^ar  the  Tidesv/ell  Water  Undertaking  was  taken  over  from  the 
Parish  Council  by  tnis  Council, 

During  the  year  twenty -three  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  tv/enty-five  for  chemical  escamination,  PLve  samples  were  classed  as 
being  unsatisfactory  for  domestic  use.  Only  one  bad  sample  was  from  a public  supply 
■and  the  cause  of  th^  trouble  was  immediately  r^^ctified,

It  v/ill  be  notv^d  that 'there  has  buon  a very  appreciable  increase  in  the 
number  of  conversions  from  privy  or  pail  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

During  the  ^arly  part  of  the  yc-ar  a fifth  refuse  collection  lorry  was 
obtained.  i\ftor  this  vehicle  had  helped  to  clear  arrears  of  work,  the  parishes  of 
Beelv^y,  Chatsworth,  Eionsor,  Pilsley,  Middloton-by-Youlgreavo,  Winster  and  Elton 
v/ore  included  in  |th^  direct  labour  scavunging  service. 

Throughout  the  year  gr^at  difficulty  was  experienced  from  labour  shortage. 

That  the  serviC'U  r/as  maintained  reflects  great  credit  on  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.

The  housing  position  has  definitely  deteriorated  during  the  year,  and  any 
hopes  of  progress  which  one  may  have  had  are  being  discarded  very  rapidly  under  the 
persistent  impact  of  governmental  rostrictions,  shortage  of  materials  -and  labour. 
The  demand  for  accommodation  is  such  that  there  is  such  a steady  demand  for 
property  already  condemned  and  in  many  instances  in  an  unbelievable  state  of 
disrepair.  Meantime  other  houses  arc  falling  into  the  category  of  unfit  dv/ellings 
because  of  the  impossibility  of  securing  labour  and  materials  for  repair. 

As  was  expected  the  end  of  hostilities  has  left  the  legacy  of  countless 
instances  of  young  married  couples  conpelled  to  share  a house  with  "parents  in 
law"  or  in  lodgings.  The  resultant  overcrowding  is  to  be  deplored,  and  the  only 
remedy  is  a strong  and  pursastont  drive  for  new  houses.

It  has  not  been  found  possible  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  of  all  farms, 
and  indeed  to  do  so  would  provide  full  occupation  for  one  Inspector.

The  tables  show  very  clearly  that  the  slaughterhouses  have  been  used  to  their 
fullest  extent.  In  spite  of  representation  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  no  improvements 
have  yet  been  carried  out,  nor  does  there  appear  to  be  any  immediate  hope  of  action. 

One  realises  that  the  present  premises  are  tomporaiy,  and  that  this  is  a grave  hindrance 
to  extension  and  improvemv-;nts,  but  a time  limit  should  bo  set  to  such  temporary 
oxpediunts,  and  thv^  Central  .emthority  should  give  some  indication  of  future  policy  in 
regard  to  the  provision  of  public  abbatoirs. 

Existing  conditions  are  entirely  imisatisfactoiy , and  it  is  high  timd  that  the 
Ministiy  of  Food  give  more  support  to  the  Meat  Inspectors  and  more  supervision  by  their 
own  officials.  V/ithout  such  co-operation  the  task  of  the  Meat  Inspectors  is  indeed 
unenviable.
